of  slaves.    Twenty  human  beinge" 
were  tent  ashore  from  a  Dutch  vessel,  as 
goods  and  cbattele  forever.   From  that  day, 
the  evil,  like  all  other  evils,  multiplied  ;  and 
we  find  that  at  the  time  of  the  revolutionary 
war  the  nnmber  of  human  beinge  in  bondage 
had  increased  to  40,000  in  the  Northern  and 
657,000  in  the  Southern  States.   Ae  time 
rolled  on,  however,  and  the  white  population 
increased,  slave-holding  became  unprofitable 
in  the  less  fertile  lands  and  mere  inclement 
climate  of  the  more  Northern  latitudes,  and 
one  by  one  the  Legislatures  of  this  portion  of 
the  continent  decreed  its  abolition.   With  the 
South  it  was  'widely  different :— the  oharaoter 
of  the  people  —whether  we  take  the  leaven 
ot  English  convict  ism  or  the  aristocratic  feel- 
ing or  the  better  class  ot  immigrants— made 
alavery  a  desirable  institution,  sod  the  "son 
and  soil"  were  powerful  adjuncts  i  to  the 
cause.   Accordingly  we  find  the  twig  that 
had  been  planted  in  Virginia,  growing  rapidly 
to  maturity,  and,  like  the  banyan  tree, 
whieh  spreads  its  branches  to  the  earth,  cre- 
ating fresh  roots  and  forming  new  stocks, 
extending  itself  over  the  face  of  the  Southern 
States.
